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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner has considered applicants' amendment filed February 14, 2003. 
The amendment does not place the application in condition for allowance; therefore, the 
rejections of record have been maintained. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants' arguments filed February 14, 2003 have been considered by the 
Examiner, but are not persuasive. Applicants argue that the CAS registry submitted in 
the previous amendment support the position that the compositions claimed herein are 
specific mixtures of esters, and therefore, the claimed "mixtures" cannot be anticipated 
by references that disclose only components of the mixture. 

The examiner respectfully disagrees. First, because the instant claims are 
clearly drawn to specific "compounds", not to a composition. Furthermore, because the 
references cited as prior art disclose at least one of the compounds being claimed in 
applicants' claims. Applicants' own admission on page 2 of the specification makes it 
clear that the compounds are known. In addition, applicants have converted claim 12 to 
product-by-process forni. However, the process by which the claimed compounds are 
made are not given much patentable weight, unless applicants can show unexpected or 
superior properties afforded to the claimed compounds when they are made according 
to the process described herein. Accordingly, the examiner finds that the rejections of 
record are appropriate.
